She,  pretending  to  be  affront 
ed,  runs  away,  tearing  the  ringlet 
of  her  hair  as  flie  retires.  Alter 
this  the  two  femaTs,  liavinggained 
a tacit  conlent  from  her  parents, 
fearch  for  her;  and,  on  difcovei- 
ing  her  lurking  place,  drag  her  b\ 
force  to  the  houfe  of  her  lover,  ar.d 
there  leave  her.  For  fume  days  (he 
fits  with  diflievelled  hair,  lilent  and 
dejefted,  refufing  every  kind  of  fuf 
tenance  ; and  at  lalt,  if  kind  entrea- 
ties cannot  prevail  upon  her,  (lie  is 
compelled  by  force,  and  even  by 
blows,  to  complete  the  martiage 
with  her  hufband.  It  fAnetimes 
happens,  tbit  when  the\female 
match-makers  arrive  to  propofe  a 
lover  to  a Greenland  young  woman 
(he  eithar  faint*,  or  efcapes  to  the 
uninhabited  mountains,  where  flic 
remains,  till  flie  be  difeovered  and 
carried  hack  by  Come  of  her  relati- 
ons, or  is  forced  by  hunger  aVd 
cold  to  return.  In  botli  thefe  cal\j 
flie  previoufiy  cuts  off  her  hair 
which  is  an  infallible  indication 
that  flie  is  determined  never  to 
marry,

The  late  Mr.  Hay  ward,  of  Chef- 
ter,  was'  remarkable  for  retaining 
his  fervatts  a confiderable  numbei 
of  years,  which,  he  lias  often  obfer 
ved,  was  more  theeffedVof  a gentle 
than  fevere  mode  oF  reproving  them : 
As  for  inftance,  when  a ferva'nt 
waiting  at  table,  has  been  fo  far 
neglectful  as  to  fuffef  him  to  wait 
for  a clean  plate,  he  has  rifen  2nd 
done  that  office  ; when  the  fervant 
apologifed  for  the  negleCl,  he  has 
received  for  anfvver,  n There  was 
no  harm  done — your  head  was  dflwn 
other  bufinefs,  ard  it  is  impoQ^lc 
you  can  attend  to  two  things  at 
once.”  So  if  bis  giirden  was  ne- 
glected, he  would  take  a fpade  in 
the  prefer.ee  of  his  gardner,  and 
falling  to  work,  extort  a fimilar  a 
pology  from  him  ; which  he  return 
ed  with,  “ Don’t  difturb  yoilrfelf  ; 
you’ve  fomething  elfe  to  think  of 
and  you  can’t  poffibly  mind  my  bufi 
neTs  and  your  own  together.”  T wo 
or  three  of  thefe  quaint,  but  keei 
rebukes  ferved  him  for  more  than 
thirty  years  ; and  he  found  them  a 
bundantly  more  falutary,  and  'fftt 
ieis  troublel’ome,  than  any  dfSIent 
fcolaings  or  oaths  that  etfuld  pdfli 
bly  be  made  ufe  of.

Mr.  Carr  the  celebrated  tourift 
has  paid  a vifit  to  lreland  laft.  year 
and  publillied  his  obfervations  on 
that  country  in  a i’mgle  volume 
which  we  llrenuoufly  recommend  to 
the  perufal  of  all  thofe  who  wifli 
receive  dorreCler  opinions  refpetling 
that  country  than  they  could  h'av< 
i nbibed  from  the  petulent  writers 
who  have  hitherto  indulged  thei 
v’anityin  writing  abouta  peoplewhon 
they  had  neither  the  heart  nor  un 
derftanding,  perliaps  not  even  the 
opportunity  to  untlerftand.

“ The  common  Irilli  marry  very 
young,  and  hence  there  are  very 
few  fpurious  children  in  that  coun- 
try, and  infanticide  is  fcarcely  ever 
heard  of. 

“ The  native  pride  of  the  low  I- 
irti  is  ill  direCled  by  ignorance,  but 
the  frequent  fource  of  many  of 
heir  better  qualities.  Although 
there  are  many  beggers  in  Dublin, 
and  in  other  towns  ; yet  to  be  redu- 
ced to  beggery,  is  thought  fo  odi- 
ous, that  no  one  would  fet  up  for 
begger,  more  than  he  would  for  a 
prophet,  in  his  own  country.  No 
one,  however  pinched,  would  alkfor 
alms  in  his  own  neighborhood.  An 
intelligent  ftinid  of  mine  told  me, 
that  a miferablc  creature,  who  went 
by  the  name  of  Dr.  Donnolly,  al- 
though in  a ftate  of  aCtual  penury, 
would  never  accept  of  a bit  of  pork, 
a potatoe,  or  drink  of  milk,  if  offer- 
ed him  ; but  preferred  eating  offal 
from  a dunghill;  to  the  idea  of  be- 
ing fupported  as  an  objeCl  of  charity. 
After  a faft  of  three  days,  he  has 
been  known  to  refufe  proffered  vic- 
tuals. This  man  one  day  went 
twenty-feven  miles  with  a letter  for 
gentleman  to  his  daughter  at 
fchool  : arriving  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  fervant  girl,  upon  opening 
the  door,  after  a loud  and  confc- 
quential  double  rap,  was  much  lur- 
prifed  to  fee  this  wretch  in  rags, 
and,  without  alking  him  any  quel- 
tions,  llie  faid,  “go  along,  we  have 


as  he  would  a loathfonie  incum- 
brance, to  languid)  out  the  poor  re 
mains  of  life  under  the  negleCt  ot 
barbarity  of  a parochial  officer,  de- 
fined by  the  being  to  whom  lie  has 
mparted  exiftence,  and  cut  off  from 
ill  the  endearments  of  filial  grati- 
tude. It  is  a rare  fight  to  fee,  in 
Ireland,  an  aged  parent  begging  for 
oread;  he  has  rarely  the  neceffity 
>f  appealing,  in  want  and  anguifli 
to  him 

— "That  doth  the  ravens  feed , 

Tea , providently  caters  for  the 
sparrow .” 

“ Of  the  extreme  hardihood  of  the 
Irifli,  the  following  inllancrs  are 
;iven.  Mr.  Gordon,  in  his  hifton 
of  the  Irilh  Rebellion,  ffivs,  “ The 
“ hardinefs  and  agility  of  the  la 
bouring  claffes  of  the  Irifh,  were 
“ on  this  (fpeaking  of  on  affair 
‘ Gorey)  and  other  eccalions, 

“ the  courfe  of  the  rebellion,  very 
“ remarkable.  Their  fwiftnefs 
'•  foot  and  activity  in  puffing  over 
“ brooks  and  ditches  were  fuch 
*’  tha.  they  could  not  always  in  Crof- 
*•  ling  the  fields  be  overtaken  by 
‘ horfemen  ; and  with  fo  much 
“ ftrength  of  conftitution  Were  they 
’*  found  to  be  endued,  that  to  kii 
“ them  was  difficult,  mrny  after 
multitude  of  ftabs,  not  expiring 
“ until  their  necks  were  cut  acrofs.” 
Another  remarkable  inftance 
mentioned  by  the  author,  rtlpeClin 
the  recovery  of  a rebel  named 
Charles  Davis,  of  Ennifcorthy, 
glazier,  11  who,  after  having  fublift 
“ on  the  body  of  a cock  for  four 
“ days,  in  a loathfome  hole  where 
‘‘  he  was  concealed,  was  difeover 
*’  ed  in  the  a<5l  of  running  away 
“ from  his  lurking-place,  Si  brought 
“ to  Venegar-hill,  where  he  was 
“ ftiot  through  the  body  and  one  of 
“ his  arm*,  and  violently  ftruck  in 
“ feveral  parts  of  the  head  with 
“ pike,  which  however  penetrated 
“ not  into  the  brain,  St  was  throw 
“ into  a grave  on  his  back,  with 
“ heap  of  earth  and  ftones  over  him 
“ His  faithful  dog  having  feraped 
“ away  the  covering  from  his  face 
“ and  cleanl'ed  it  by  licking  the 
“ blood,  he  returned  to  life,  afte 
an  interment  of  twelve  hours 
“ and  is  now  living  in  perfedl 
“ health.” 

“ In  battle  on  fliore  and  at  fea 
the  Irilh  foldier  and  failor  have  tieen 
remarkable  for  their  valor,  fteadi- 
nefs  and  fubordination  ; no  incon*- 
fiderable  portion  of  the  population 
of  Ireland  may  be  found  on  board  of 
our  fliips  of  war.  As  far  back  as 
Spencer’s  time,  the  braveryyof  the 
Irifli  foldier  was  honorably  menti- 
oned. That  happy  genius  fays, 
“ I have  heard  fome  great  warriors 
“ fay,  that  in  all  the  lervices  which 
“ they  had  feen  abroad  in  foreign 
“ countries,  they  never  faw  a more 
“ comely  man  than  an  Irifliman, 
“ nor  that  cometh  on  mors  bravely 
“ to  his  charge.” 

“ An  Irilhman  and  a bull  form  a 
twin-thought  in  an  Englilhman’s 
mind  : long  and  inveterate  preju- 
dices have  made  them  as  infepara- 
ble  in  reflection  as  a hull  and,  hi* 
horns.  I went  to  France  in  the 
full  perfuafion  of  feeing  a race  of 
lean  men,  and  found  them  of  the  or- 
dinary fize  and  ftatnrs ; and  many 
of  them  of  a bulk  and  vigor  that  an 
untravelled  Knglifliman  would  re- 
luctantly give  credit  to.  I went  to 
Ireland  expecting  a bull  to  fly  out  of 
every  Irifliman’s  mouth  every  third 
time  he  fpoke.  That  the  lowe*- 


claffes  make  hulls,  I believe,  becanfe 
I have  been  well  informed  that  they 
do,  and  becaufe  the  lower  claffes  of 
other  countries  make  them  alfo.  It 
may  happen  that  the  lower  Irifli 
make  more,  on  account  of  the  un- 
common quickr.efs  of  their  thoughts 
and  the  volubility  of  their  fpeeth. 
A common  Irifliman  feldom  gives 
himfelf  time  for  refleClion  ; and  be- 
fore a queftion  is  half  delivered,  the: 
whole  of  his  anfwer  is  difeharged, 
nd  another  ready  to  follow  ; and. 
moreover,  if  he  knows  nothing  of 
the  lubjeCf  on  which  he  is  alkcd,  he 
fure  to  give  fome,  and  generally' 
inllar  taneous  reply.  The  fol- 
lowing circumftance,  which  occur- 
red laft  year  in  London,  is  a tolera- 
ble inftance  of  alow  Irifliman  fpea- 
king  with  that  fort  of  precipitation. 
An  Irifli  labouring  bricklayer  laid  a 
wager  with  his  companion  and  fel- 
low-labourer, that  he  could  not  car- 
ry him  on  his  hod  (a  frame  with  a 
andle,  which  bricklayers  ufe  for 
arryi  g mortar  upon  their  fhoul- 
ders)  up  a ladder  to  the  top  of  a 
high  houfe  and  bring  him  down  a- 
gain  fafely  ; the  bet  was  taken  and 
won.  As  Fat,  who  rode  upon  tha 
>d  alighted,  he  faid,  “ By  Jafus, 
he  tripped  once  as  we  were  cora- 
ming  downd,  and  I was  in  hopes 
I fhonld  have  won  my  wager.” 
A fimilar  want  of  refledlion  induced 
the  following  whimfical  obfervation. 
During  a fevere  gale  of  wind,  an  I- 
riflirnan,  who  was  going  to  England 
to  work  in  the  harvelt  th&re,  told 
thecaptainof  the  packet,  who  ap- 
peared to  be  much  fatigue!  with  his 
attention  to  his  veffcl  ; “ Now,  00 

go  below,  my  honey,  and  take  a 
nap  ; and,  if  we  llrike,  never 
fear  but  I’ll  tell  you  of  i’.”
